lug back to stand trial before a fed­ 
eral jury on a charge 
of

p riating the funds 
of

t;..<nal hank, of which he was p resi­ 
dent. This news has just reached ft- 
iiancial New Orleans. 
Adler’s flight from 
New 
Orleans 
and the revelations of bis frenzied fl- 
uance deals, which followed quickly , 
created a national sensation a y ear 
ago. and ever sfnco have been a sub­ 
ject of considerable annoy ance to the 
r.ep artment of justice and 
tho state 
dep artm ent at W ashington. 
Adler left New Orleans, as he had 
made his fort line, in a bold, master- 
fa’ w^ay . No one knew of his ftnanciul 
em barrassm ent because cf his exclu­ 
sive control over the State National 
bank and his ability to borrow all the 
funds he wanted from 
th at Institii- 
iioii without susp icion being aroused. 
.Stories of fabulous w^ealth carried 
aw ay with him on the ship sp read a f 
seen as it became known th a t Adler 
bad dep arted secretly on his p iratical 
vo 3’age, and before he was well on 
the high seas at least three wealthy 
New' Orleans men comp lained to the 
authorities that they each had loan- 
»^d Adler $ 50.000 on his p ersonal note 
the day before he left.

three gold mines In Honduras. 
He 
told his creditors through his rep re 
scntatives that he would p ay dollar 
for dollar, and would not stop until 
he restored every instituton shaken 
or destroy ed by his dep arture. 
Following his rescue of the firm of 
A. Adler & Co.. 
he began settling 
w-th his creditors, and his task, ac­ 
cording 
to 
Adler’s 
attorney s, 
has 
been comp leted and w'ere it not for 
the seventy -four indictments brought 
against hm by the federal grand jiirv', 
Adler, so his attorney s 
say , 
would 
have been back 
in 
New 
Orleans 
m onths ago, so greatly has he p ros­ 
p ered. 
Adler, his attorney s 
say , is confl- 
ident he will be 
exonerated of any 
crime in these transactions, and that 
his cherished hop e 
of returning to 
this city , his former home, w'lll be­ 
come a reality within a week from 
Ibis time. 
II is estimated that Adler has rais­ 
ed $ 2,000,000 since his sensational de­ 
p arture, a y ear ago, and it is known 
that p ractically this entire 
sum has 
come from his gold mines.
